JNSELING . This year for the first time the 
Arrerican Association of Marriage and Family 
Counselors will join the NCFR Counseling Section 
in providing a conjoint conference and annual 
meeting. This means that the Counseling Section 
and AAMFC will have a single committee planning 
the many sessions which will be provided. 

The theme for the joint counseling 
meetings is Intimacy in the Family Life Cycle. 
All who would like to be involved in the presen- 
tation of a program are encouraged to keep this 
in mind and to focus attention on this topic. 
Obviously, the topic, Intimacy provides a fairly 
wide latitude while dealing with a single subject 
in d'^pth. 

In order to provide for variety in the 
manner of presentation, five areas are proposed. 
Six different programs will be divided equally 
among them: a) Prepared papers on special 
top i cs , or research projects - 15 minutes limit, 
three papers each session with ample time for 
discussion; b) Experiential action programs , half 
time for lecture, theory or activity session, 
including active participation, and half time for 
discussion and group evaluation; c) Pane 1 
d i scuss ion wi th two to four individuals present- 
ing separate and complimentary new points about 
a topic or idea; d) Individual or cooperative 
presentation about a therapeutic technique of 
general Interest, e.g., behavior modification, 
psychoanalytic, Gestalt, Rational Emotive, T-A, 
Pamiiy Therapy, etc.; e) "How to" session on the 
;onduct of a private practice in marriage and 
"amily counseling, problems related to insurance 



and other financial matters, group practice, etc. 
as well as topics related to training and super- 
vision. 

\n order to provide for most intimate and 
meaningful interaction, each program time allot- 
ment will have several simultaneous meetings. 
Each one attending will have to make a choice 
from among several programs. This means that 
more people can participate in program presenta- 
tion and the audience will have greater oppor- 
tunity to interact with the presenters. 

This program promises to be the largest 
Counseling Session ever held, by far. Let's make 
it the best as well.

THE NATIONAL GENETICS FOUNDATION, A 
RESOURCE FOR FAMILIES WITH GENETIC DISEASE: 
Recognizing that hereditary disease can place 
serious strains on a family, the professional in 
the area of marriage and family relations will be 
interested in the National Genetics Foundation, a 
voluntary health agency which assists patients 
and families burdened with a genetic disorder. 

The Foundation coordinates a Network or 
Genetic Counseling and Treatment Centers located 
at ^6 medical teaching institutions throughout 
the United States and Canada which provide diag- 
nosis, treatment, and counseling for genetic 
dl sease. 

Genetic counseling, which has been defined 
as the total process of communication relative to 
the occurrence, or risk of occurrence, of a 
genetic disorder in a family, is recommended for 
couples who have had a child or children with a 
birth malformation or genetic disease and are 
concerned for future offspring; and for families 
(or a couple getting married) where there is a 
history of genetic disease, such as muscular 
dystrophy, cystic fibrosis, mongolism, 
Huntington's chorea, or where there is a crip- 
pling or hand icappinq disorder such as blindness 
or deafness that affects one or more family mem- 
bers. 

Recent advances in diagnosis and treat- 
ment, and such new techniques as amn locentes I s-- 
the withdrawal of a small amount of t^e fluid 
surrounding the fetus to permit prenatal diaq- 
n&sis of certain genetic disorders — have provided 
new hope and increased the options available for 
a family with a genetic problem. In any case, 
counseling permits families to make plans and 
base important decisions on accurate medical In- 
format ion . 

Referrals to the Network of Genetic 
Counseling and Treatment Centers are arranged 
through the New York office of the National 
Genetics Foundation which serves as a clearing 
house, channeling all requests to the appropriate 
center. Charges, if any, depend on the center, 
and no one is turned away for Inability to pay. 
Requests for referral may come directly from the 



patient or family; from the physician; or from 
the social worker or professional In agencies
